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CHRISTIAN FAMILY LIFE EDUCATION 


Every Baptist church needs a program of Chris- 
tian family life education. No emphasis in the 
teaching ministry of the church is more vital to the 
religious development of children, youth, and 
adults. Increasingly, church leaders are realizing 
that the success of every Christian teaching program 
depends in no small measure upon family cooperation 
in learning, and in applying the principles of the 
Christian faith. It is imperative, therefore, that 
all who engage in Christian teaching shall utilize 
every valid technique, method, and material that 
contributes to an effective "link-relationship" be- 
tween teacher and parent, between church and home. 


Despite significant advances in some churches, 
many other churches need to be reminded that a dy- 
namic Christian family life program "just does not 
happen." Like every other phase of Christian educa- 
tion a good family life program requires careful 
planning by responsible persons who represent var- 
ious age and functional interests. Thus, in every 
church there is need for group planning at each age 
level by teachers and officers, plus some "over-all" 
planning by a Committee on Home and Church which is 
related to the Committee on Adult Work. 


Although some churches do not possess extensive 
equipment, leadership, and related resources, it is 
possible, even for a small constituency, to incor=- 
porate a few emphases on Christian family life that 
shall bring spiritual enrichment to every shurch 
home. 


A few basic approaches to Christian family life 
in the local church are suggested below: 


1. Organize a Conmittee on Home and Church, 
composed of a representative of each age 
group, and related to the Adult Committee. 


2. Provide Counseling Services. 


5. Sponsor Special Interest Groups. 


Me Emphasize Special Days and Occasions. 
6. Distribute Guidance and Enrichment Material.

HIGHLIGHTS OF THE SUMMER 


This was a significant summer for youth ac- 
tivities at Green Lake. The season was 
started with the meeting of the B.Y.F. 
Executive Board and National Council which 
evaluated the program of the past year and 
made plans for the current year. This was 
followed by an enthusiastic Youth Conference 
which featured an outstanding program with 
excellent leadership. 


Although the Guild House Party was not as 
well attended as it has been in other years, 
the inspirational and training features were 
exceptional. 


The Senior Iligh Camp changed to a training 
conference was attended by the record number 
of 313 young people, advisers and leaders. 
For the first time, adviser training was in- 


cluded in the program and 23 advisers from 
10 states went through a full schedule for 
10 days. These advisers were recommended by 


state directors. 


The experimental Frontier Camp held in the 
Anderson Youth Camp was attended by 54 young 
people. They found a new type of camping 
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experience in a rugged type of out-of-door 
sleep-outs, cook-outs, boating, swimming, 
etc. They were enthusiastic in recommending 
the continuance of this type of camping. 


The Junior High Camp was filled to capacity, 
with many applications having to be rejected. 


A unique part of the summer was the Fellow- 
ship Builders Project in the new Pauline 
Camping Area adjacent to the Anderson Youth 
Camp, in which four groups of young people 
of approximately six boys and six girls each 
worked on the construction of cabins. A 
large leader's cabin and two summer cabins 
were completed and the foundation and sub- 
floor laid for the fourth oabin. The 
grounds in the area were also cleared and a 
parking lot built. 


The youth emphasis was continued throughout 
the summer in other conferences, such as the 
Junior High Laboratory School, the Lay 
Leadership Development Conference, and the 
Christian Education Conference.

B.Y.F. Sharing Plan for 1952-53 


From a period of experimentation and special 
sponsorship, the Sharing Plan now moves into 
@ period of definite promotion in each 
state. The B.Y.F. National Council recom- 
mends the following six-point program of 
promotion to the state B.Y.F. groups: 


1. Appoint a State Sharing Plan Pilot 


Each state B.Y.F., in conference with the 
director of promotion, should appoint a 
qualified young person as State Sharing 
Plan Pilot. 


2. Report the Pilot to New York

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A NEW EXPERIMENT 


The Senior High Frontier Camp is now histo- 
ry. The Anderson Camp at Green Lake was the 
site of a unique experimental camp with 
senior high young people. The camp was spon- 
sored jointly by the American Baptist Con- 
vention and the National Council of Churches 
of Christ. Fifty-four campers shared in the 
experience, 


The campers, after a few days of adjustment, 
gave their enthusiastic endorsement to this 
type of camping. The camp sought to dis- 
cover the values of small group living in 
the outdoors with campers of this age. Each 
group cooked its own breakfast every day. 
Each small group 
counselors. Each coeducational group estab- 
lished its own home in the woods. The camp- 
ers planned their own menus; selected and 


built their own camp site, furnishing it 
with rustic tables, chairs, stoves, and 
shelters which they built themselves. 


The reaction, of campers: "This type of 
camping provides a deeper spiritual experi- 
ence than the regular type of assembly." 
"The experience of small group living is the 
best training for relationships we have in 
our church through the Baptist Youth Fellow- 
ship." "We are enthusiastic about this type 
of camping for senior highs. The experiment 
must be continued so that others may share 
in this wonderful experience." 


The reaction of the counselors was that this 
type of camping was valid for this age group 
and that they would strongly recommend fron- 
tier camping as one of the ways to camp with 
senior highs. Real interest was expressed 
in continuing the training conference type 
of summer experience as well as experiment- 
ing with a travel camp with this age camper. 


The frontier camp requires both campers and 
counselors who enjoy the outdoors. If you 
are interested in this type of camping write 
to this Department for further information. 


ONE OF THE HIGHLIGHTS 


The Fellowship Builders project has been a 
smashing success. The American Baptist As- 
sembly management has been surprised at the 
amount of work done by the builders, and the 
builders themselves have had "the finest ex- 
perience of our lives."

The Fellowship Builders idea combined the 
concept of work and cooperative living. The 
groups ranged from twelve to eighteen: in 
number, and usually there was an equal num- 
ber of boys and girls. The majority of the 
young people were in high school. 


Each work’ group, which worked for two weeks, 
had two leaders, aman and a woman, who 
helped supervise the work while a supervis- 
ing carpenter actually gave directions to 


the group in the problems of construction. 
The groups worked six hours a day and had 
one hour of leadership training which was 


related to their church life. The balance 
of the time was given to group activities, 
such as swimming and other recreational ex- 
periences, and the group shared in many of 
the evening activities of the Assembly it- 
self. Both boys and girls shared in the 
cooperative experience of living. They pre- 
pared their own breakfast and shared in the 
preparation of the noon meal. The evening 
meal was served at the Inn with the other 
guests at the American Baptist Assembly. 


This experience has proved to us that the 
Fellowship Builders is probably the best 
technique of working with high school young 
people, and that undoubtedly it makes an ex- 
cellent technique for older youth. The 
experiment proved beyond a shadow of doubt 
that this type of activity is not effective 
for young people under sixteen. Most pro- 
jects will be strengthened by a combination 
of high school and college young people 
since a majority of the older youth makes a 
very valuable contribution to the project. 


To the amazement of everyone the young peo- 
ple completed their part of a large leadcrs! 
cabin and two campers' cabins, also laying 
the foundation for the third cabin. In other 
words, in two months the young people could 
have finished the average camp unit since 
the Green Lake project wes a very difficult 
one, handling logs. Again, this is a pro- 
ject that depends very much on the character 
of the supervising cerpenter and the two 
leaders. Adequate motivating of the young 
people to a full day of work is one of the 
problems of the project. 


CAMP REPORTS 


It is hoped that the 1952 camp reports will 
come in as rapidly as possible since we are 
hopeful of doing a statistical study from 
them. Attendance at camps this year seems

to have been good except ata few places 
where the senior high group was lower than 
last year. ieee junilorsend —junior, hich 
fields the attendance was up in many places. 
Southern California saw a phenomenal growth 
in that they had to turn away over 300 chil- 
dren from the junior camp and over 400 young 
people from their junior high camp. This 
type of statistic is eloquent in its plea 
for additional camp facilities to give our 
youth the type of Christian experience that 
is found in camping. 


CAMP ARCHITECTURAL WORKSHOP 


Beginning on October 21 and lasting for four 
days there will be an interdenominational 
Camp Architectural Workshop at Byndenwood, 
Pa. This is an effort on the part of the 
National Council of Churches of Christ and 
cooperating denominations to study the prob- 
lems of church camp construction. The find- 
ings of this workshop will be exceptionally 
interesting to all who have responsibility 
for camp site development. We are hopeful 
that very practical suggestions will come 
from this workshop which will give guidance 
to camp committees and architects. 


The story of ’ camp construction throughout 
the American Baptist Assembly is an exciting 
one and promises much for the future of 
church camps. Most of the camps under con- 
struction are of the unit type which repre- 
sents a decentralized facility. A camp con- 
sultant service in this Department makes it 
possible for you to get advice on your camp 
construction problems. Write as far in ad- 
vance of your needs as possible. The ser- 
vice includes actual, on-the-spot evaluation 
of camp sites, interpretation of camp site 
development to committees, and actual, on- 
the-ground work with the architect in laying 
out the camp site. 


REGIONAL TRAINING CONFERENCES 


One of the finest training opportunities 
available to Baptist camp leaders last year 
was the Regional Training Conference held in 
nine areas throughout the country. This was 
sponsored cooperatively by the denominations 
represented in the National Council of 
Churches. Reports have been enthusiastic 
from Baptist camp leaders who attended. It 
is planned to have similar conferences in 
the spring of 1953 end when you get notice 
of the dates we would strongly urge that you 
prepare to attend and encourage some of your 
camp leaders to join you. 
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The Regional Training Conference is usually 
held for four days in a camp setting and is 
actually an experience of camping which will 
Give you both the philosophy and the actual 
skills of outdoor living. You will find 
this experience of sharing with people of 
other denominations exceptionally valuable. 


1953 TRAINING OPPORTUNITIES 


There will be a number of experimental camps 
at Green Lake during the season of 1953 that 
will be of interest to you. All those who 
have responsibility for camping in their 
areas will be interested in the training op- 
portunities that exist at Anderson Camp at 
Green Lake. Here there will be a Junior High 
Camp where there will be opportunity to 
learn the techniques of decentralized camp- 
ing by actually camping with young people. 


Also, there will be an opportunity for train- 
ing in the Senior High Frontier Camp, which 
is our newest experiment with camping for 
this age group, an actual experience of liv- 
ing in the out-of-doors in small groups. 
This unique experiment provides the finest 
opportunity of learning camping skills. 


The third opportunity presents itself in the 
Senior High Training Conference which takes 
place in the Abbey area at Green Lake. Here 
a large number of young people share with 
Christian leaders in an experience of living 


together as Christians and training in 
churchmanship. 
The fourth experience is the Church Camp 


Leaders' Conference. This conference is held 
in Anderson Camp and is an actual experience 
of camping with other adults. During this 
period there will not be young people in the 
camp. There will be between forty and fifty 
camp leaders from our Baptist camps through- 
out the country. This conference will spe- 
cialize in small group living and the tech- 
niques of camping. It will combine both the 
philosophy of camping anda practice in 
skills which will interpret to the camp 
leader the techniques of unit camping at its 
best. Since the camp will be limited to 
forty or fifty camp leaders it is suggested 
that your application be sent in as soon as 
possible. This can be done by writing to 
this Department and indicating your interest 
in one of these projects. Or you may wish 
to speak with the director of Christian edu- 
cation in your area and let him help you 
plan for this training opportunity available 
in 1953.
